C h ic a g o , July 9th.—The night passed very 
quietly at the hotels iu comparison to the crush 
and confusion of the one preceding. The mul­ 
titude in and a bout the various headquarters 
was large, still ingress and egress were possible, 
which was hardly true of the niglit preceding. 
Caucusing, however, went on as usual, and 
there was what appeared to he finally a rally 
against the Cleveland host, which claimed lust 
night that victory was clearly in sight. Numer­ 
ous and conflicting rumors were floating about, 
but they all resolved themselves into tlie fact 
that it was only the field against Cleveland, 
with the opposition leaders devising plans to 
consolidate the scattering votes for some one as 
against the Governor of New York. 


THURM AN'S FRIENDS AT WORK. 
Monday night the Bayard boom took on un­ 
mistakable proportions, hut considerable of his 
strength deserted him yesterday and the move 
was made in the direction of Thurman, it is 
well known that the Ohio delegation has been 
divided, and a strong effort was made last night 
to consolidate its vote for Thurman, 011 the 
promise that Massachusetts and a considerable 
portion of tlie South and West would rally to 
his support. It is claimed that a telegram was 
sent to Governor (loudly asking him not to 
stand in the way of Thurman, who now hail an 
opportunity for a fair race, and that Mr. McLean 
was being urged to the same end.

One 
of the leading delegates said to a reporter for 
the Associated I’ress that several ballots were 
taken, but nothing decisive was readied. There 
w ere only 31 present. He declined to state how 
the delegation stood. The inference is that in 
the absence of members of the delegation it was 
impossible to muster enough votes for auy can­ 
didate to enforce the unit rule. 


T H E TEXANS.

Cleveland. 
Senator Lamar made a spirited 
speech in reply, dwelling upon the interests of 
the South. No formal poll of the Texas delega­ 
tion had lieeu made. It is believed Bayard has 
18 votes and Cleveland 1. After Bayard, Texas 
is almost unanimous for Thurman. ’ 


BUTLER AND TH E LABOR ORGANIZATIONS. 
The trade and labor organizations of the city 
indulged iu another parade last evening, anil 
again attempted to get a speech from General 
Butler. 
The working men marched in pro­ 
cession on Market street, and, accompanied by 
numerous hands and a great number of trans­ 
parencies and banners, moved through all the 
principal streets, and finally brought up in front 
of the Palmer House, where Bntler is stopping. 
Ilere n repetition of the scenes of Saturday night 
occurred. The crowds on the streets became so 
dense, and the yells so loud, that when Butler 
appeared at his window, attired in evening 
dress, and waved his Panama hat, it would 
have been impossible for a speech had he been 
so disposed. He remained at the window for 
half an hour, bowing his acknowledgments and 
then retired. 


TH E COMMITTEE ON PLATFORM. 
The Committee on Platform remained in ses­ 
sion tintil after midnight. No progress at all 
w as made, as the time was entirely taken up in 
the reception of various memorials and ad­ 
dresses, among them being one from A. M. Sul­ 
livan, President of the Irish National League of 
America, on absentee landlords in the United 
States. 
Abram S. Hewitt of New York, Morrison of 
Illinois. Butler of Massachusetts and Gwin of 
California gave notice that they would submit 
platforms to-dav for discussion in committee. 
There was no mention of tlie tariff during the 
session. Two members of the committee were 
absent when an organization was effected in the 
early part of the evening. They w ere General 
Butler and Thomas S. Fenton, or Kansas. Gen. 
Butler made his appearance later in the even­ 
ing. The committee adjourned till 10 o’clock 
this morning. 


A T IE VOTE IN T1IF. PLATFORM COMMITTEE. 
The Committee on Platform of the Democratic 
National Convention met in the parlor of tne 
Iroquois cinb last night, thirty-six members 
lieing present. On motion Malcolm Hay. of 
Pittsburg, was made 
temporary Chairman. 
William I!. Morrison, of Illinois, was nominated 
for permanent Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions by the tariff reform members, and 
George L. Converse, of Ohio, by the protection 
element. A ballot was then taken on the nomi 
nations, which resulted in Is votes for Morrison 
against 18 for Converse. This tie vote caused 
something of a sensation among the members, 
and another ballot was ordered, which resulted 
exactly the same way. It being apparent there 
was a deadlock in the committee, it was agreed 
that the temporary Chairman should actus 
Chairman during the formation of the platform, 
but that when the work was done, the com­ 
mittee should elect a permanent Chairman, 
w hose duty it will be to present the resolutions 
to the Convention. A chat with a member of 
the anti-tariff wing of the committee elicited 
the information that the Representatives of the 
States of North Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi 
and Missouri had voted for Converse, and the 
tariff people had relied upon these votes and 
hud expected that with a full count the vote 
would stand 15 to ‘23 in favor of Morrison.

The Cleveland managers were industriously 
at work all night. The circular issued hv the 
Young Men’s Democratic Ci th of Brooklyn was 


again pressed upon the attention of outside del­ 
egates. It urges the nomination of »'leveland 
on account of his availability. The independ­ 
ent Republicans being attracted to him. their 
support will he for the benefit of the Demo­ 
cratic party. The delegates are further advised 
that, in order to insure the support of the Re­ 
publicans, it is necessary to have a plank in the 
platform favoring revenue reform. 
•• It is n 
fact to lie carefully noted,” say these friends of 
Cleveland, "that the Republican revolt against 
Mr. Blaine is composed for the most part of in­ 
dividuals and journals who are in favor of tariff 
reform.” 
OTHER FORCES. 
There are other Republicans represented here 
not considered bvxjiese gentlemen. Thev are 
not free-traders, but uro those who do not’like 
the sweeping tendency to centralization. The 
legal tender decision is referred to us cause for 
complaint. The opinion of Justice Field in this 
ease, and his opinions on other eases involving 
the question of local government, are referred 
to. These men are favorable to Justice Field, 
and have made a strong impression in behalf of 
that gentleman. 
Very judicious work has been 
done for Mr. Field, and if the instructions of 
the California delegation did not stand iu the 
way the demonstration in his behalf would he 
more pronounced. 


THURM AN'S FRIENDS PUSHING HIM. 
The enthusiasm shown for ex-Seuator Thur­ 
man yesterday encouraged many in the hope 
that he may he filially selected as u compromise 
candidate. Nothing can bo urged against him. 
they say. Tlie Californians are very demonstra­ 
tive in pushing his candidacy, and’if i »hi<> men 
were as united for him. and equally as zealous, 
he would lie very formidable. Oiie feature ot 
the morning on the streets iu the neighborhood 
of the Convention hull, is the appearance of 
large numbers of glaring rad bandana handker­ 
chiefs. ostentatiously displayed by the adhe­ 
rents of Senator Thurman on th e ’tips of w alk­ 
ing-sticks or held in hands. The Thurman 
boom is to he pushed to-day. The only demon­ 
stration in honor of delegates entering thu hall 
this morning was made when the Ohio delega­ 
tion, headed by Senator Thurman, made its ap­ 
pearance, and while it was making its way to 
the portion of the hull assigned to the Ohio’del­ 
egation. and the spectators generally joined in 
doing honor to Mr. Thurman, and many such 
expressions were heard a s : " The noblest Dem­ 
ocrat of them all;” •' He ought to get the nom­ 
ination.1' 


FULL MEETING OF TH E PLATFORM COMMITTEE. 
The Platform Committee met at 10:30, and for 
the first time, secured a full attendance. Here­ 
tofore Gen. Butler and two others have ab­ 
sented themselves. The revenue reformers ex­ 
press more confidence this morning in their 
ability to secure a plank in favor of reform. 
They claim that a division will show twenty for 
and eighteen against it. 


DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 
The lion. E B. Washburn, ot Illinois, iiceu- 
pied a seat on the platform this morning next to 
Senator Pendleton, of Ohio. 
Represe tit at ire 
Springer, of Illinois, was also among the dis­ 
tinguished persons on the platform. 


TH E OPENING PRAYER. 
The Convention was opened with pravor by 
the Right Rev. Bishop McLaren of the diocese 
of Chicago, lie prayed that the proceedings 
might be tempered by the sober contemplation 
of the future, so iiia’t the coming generations 
might enjoy the results of law-regulated liliertv, 
and not have to suffer the consequences o f a 
rash disregard of the eternal laws of God: that 
the influence of patriotism might lie supreme iu 
the Convention, and that nil things might be 
done in it for the welfare of the land and the 
glory of God. 


COMMUNICATION FROM TH E COMMITTEE o x RESO­ 
LUTION'. 
Mr. Jenkins of Wisconsin sent up a communi­ 
cation from the Committee on Resolutions, sav­ 
ing that the work of the committee would niit 
he completed until to morrow morning. 
Mr. Cmnmiugs of Massachusetts offered a 
resolution Instructing; the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions to give a hearing to a committee of the 
Irish National League in favor of exeluding 
aliens from acquiring real estate iu America. 
Resolutions were also offered, and referred 
without debate, in favor of planks in the plat­ 
form against the employment of convict lalmr, 
for the enforcement of the eight-hour law. 
against sumptuary taws, and directing that the 
vote yesterday on Gray's amendment as to the 
unit rule w as intended to apply only to the state 
which had instructed its representatives to vote 
as a unit. 


CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE REPORT ADOPTED. 
Taylor of Arkansas, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Credentials, reported the list of delegates 
with an amendment giving Territorial delegates 
u right to vote in the Convention. 
Mr. Randolph of New Jersey moved an 
amendment that the Territorial delegates he not 
allowed to vote. 
Mr. McArthur, of Oregon, spoke against the 
amendment. 
The amendment was rejected and the report 
adopted. 
RESOLUTIONS REFERRED. 
Mr. Herman, of Michigan, offered a resolution 
for the reduction of taxation to a revenue basis. 
Referred. 
Mr. Hampton, of South Carolina, offered a 
resolution reciting the importance of letting the 
National Democratic Committee select its Chair­ 
man from the Democracy of the Union, and 
declaring that it shall not be restricted in its 
choice of Chairman to the members of the com­ 
mittee. Referred. 
A resolution against polygamy was introduced 
by Mr. Smith, of Utah, and referred. 
Further resolutions were offered and referred 
to the Committee on Platform against the acqui­ 
sition of large tracts of public land by corpora­ 
tions, for reform in tlie civil service by making 
I’ostmiusters elective, against the unit rule in 
future Conventions, for a systematic reduction 
of tariff taxes, providing that in ease of the 
death of the candidate for President or Vice­ 
President, tlie Chairman should call together 
the Convention to fill the vacancy; for the re­ 
peal of all legislation whieh under the Repub­ 
lican rule has tended to pauperize labor, for a 
constitutional amendment making the Presi­ 
dential term of office six years, and to limit tlie 
disposal of the public land to actual settlers in 
quantities of not less than 160 acres each. 
Finally a resolution was adopted to refer all 
such propositions without being read. Under 
that rule several anti-Chinese and tariff-reform 
resolutions were referred, being only read by 
their titles. 


TH E POLYGAMY AND CH IN ESE QUESTIONS. 
The following is a resolution and memorial 
from Utah, whieh was read : 
The civilized world, with entire harmony, 
agreeing that polygamy is an offense against 
good morals and social order, it should right­ 
fully he declared a crime, mid while Congress 
can make no law respecting the free exercise of 
religion, it can and ought so to legislate as to 
extirpate polygamy in Territories, whether en­ 
tered into as a religious rite or otherwise, and 
whenever in any Territory the practice of po­ 
lygamy is encouraged and sustained by the sen­ 
timent of the people, they should be deprived 
of political power. [Loud applause.] 
The following resolutions in regard to the 
Chinese question were sent up to the Committee 
on Resolutions (without being rend): 
By Lawrence Archer, of California: /.Yso/ml, 
That the residence of Chinese in the United 
States is in every sense pernicious, and es­ 
pecially injurious to tlie dignity of American 
labor, mid that it is the duty of Congress to 
amend the existing laws so as to make tlicir 
exclusion effective. 
By T. L. Porter, of Oregon: Rcxolrtvl, That 
the’passage of more effectual laws restricting 
Chinese immigration is imperatively necessary 
to the protection of the homes and ¡¿copie of the 
Pacific States and Territories. 
By Camtody, of Missouri: 
Resolved, That 
proper consideration be given to the Chinese 
question, as it has been a curse to American 
lalior and advancement. 
PERMANENT ORGANIZATION— W . F. VILAS. P R E 'I- 
DENT. 
Tlie report of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization was then made, the name of \V. F. 
Vilas of Wisconsin being presented as President 
with a list ol Vice-Presidents, one from each 
state, and that the several secretaries and clerks 
of the temporary organization be continued un­ 
der the permanent organization. 
The report 
was unanimously adopted, and Mr. Hendricks 
of Indiana with live other gentlemen were a¡«- 
pointeil a committee to escort Mr. Vilas to the 
chair. 
The temporary chairm an, in presenting Mr. 
Vilas to the Convention, returned thanks for the 
charity and forbearance shown toward himself, 
and which lie said the permanent Chairman 
would need much less. 


UiDRKSs OF MR. VILAS. 
Mr. Vila-, in taking the Chair, returned 
thanks for the honor done hint, not a ' a recog­ 
nition of himself, hut of the young Democracy 
of the Northwest. It was their fair due. 
It w as 
a tribute to the party zeal anil patriotism. Tltey 
hailed it as a presage and prototype of the com­ 
ing triumph. 
[Applause.] 
This Convention 
was assembled to consider a grout cause, to pro­ 
nounce a momentous judgment. Its hand was 
the helm of a mighty nation. Earth's greatest, 
noblest, freest society would rejoice in the well- 
considered work of this Convention. Its import 
and value lay not in the hope of a mere partv 
victory in clutching the s¡hií1s of office: the 
opportunity was prominent w ith mlghtv ¡kis.-í- 
hilities of good to men. The Republican party, 
whieh had recently held its i .invention, had 
tendered nothing worthy of fervent associations 
of the people.

Grady challenged the vote, and amid great 
noise, uproar and hisses tried to prevent the 
original tally.

TI1E FIE L D AGAINST CLEVELAND. 
C h ic a g o , July 9th.—The field against Cleve­ 
land was the battle-ery last night, and the- 
chances appeared stronger for the nomination 
of the New York candidate than ever before. 
The situation was analogous to that of Tuesday 
night preceding the nomination of Blaine.wheii 
the field was working against him. and the 
chances for a successful opposition ugain'l 
Cleveland seem as good now as they were 
against Blaine then. The principal difficulty 
in the way of nominating Cleveland on the see- 
ond ballot seems to Ik* the rule requiring two- 
thirds of the delegates to make the nomination 
That Cleveland could secure a majority w itliont. 
difficulty is eerta.n. Whether lie will he able to 
get two-thirds is doubtful, w ith the Tiinimaiiy. 
McDonald and Bayard men putting in their best 
work to defeat him. They \ ¡sited the head­ 
quarters of every Southern and Western State 
and endeavored to persuade the delegates that 
Cleveland cannot carry New York. Their work 
thus far does not appear to have been attended 
with success. 


THURMAN AND TH E VOTE O F HIS STATE. 
John McLean, Chairman of tlu* Ohio delega­ 
tion, is accused of having violated In's pledges 
aud gone back upon Thurman. McLean, iu re­ 
turn tortile compliment of the unanimous eiei - 
tion as the »'hairman of the delegation, agreed 
that the solid vote of Ohio should be cast for 
Thurman.

\\ hen the article in the new Constitution 
concerning the penal institutions of the 
State was under consideration by the Con­ 
stitutional Convention, this paper urged 
m any good reasons against the experiment 
o f an unsalaried Board of Directors. The 
C onstitution as it stands was framed and 
ratified, and its provisions are now the para­ 
m ount law of the land. 
Upon the ques­ 
tion of compensation to Prison Directors it 
is unm istakably explicit and clear. 
It pro­ 
vides simply that the Directors shall serve 
w ithout compensation for the services they 
render, but shall he reimbursed for all rea­ 
sonable traveling expenses “ incurred ’ 
in discharge 
of 
official 
duty, 
and 
honestly 
construed, 
this 
that 
the 
Directors shall 
not 
unreasonable 
expenses, 
and 
not 
receive 
one 
cent 
beyond 
a reimbursement for expenses actually in ­ 
curred. 
The lir.-t Board, in the first in ­ 
stance. drew a mileage of twenty cents per 
m ile in addition to hotel hills, and as this 
was a sum largely in excess of expenses in­ 
curred, it w asof course illegal. Meeting 
w ith no objection or rebuke from any 
sonreí', certain of the members of the Board 
secured the passage of a bill allowing each 
m em ber of the Board $P>0 a m onth as sal­ 
an, and ten cents a mile traveling expenses. 
This was as broad a departure from the 
provisions of the organic ai t as could well 
L a\c 1 eeii i-i in reived, and was nullified by 
ad e i’i'ion of the Supreme Court adverse to 
its constitutionality. The subject again 
COEc s to public notice by the ihurge that 
the present Board is drawing money in 
excess oi actual 
" expenses incurred 
while in the 
discharge 
of 
its 
offi­ 
cial 
duty. 
The 
published 
vouchers 
and the admissions of certain members of 
th e Board indicates that the old tnisappre- 
bcn dons are gaining ascendency, and that 
encroachments upon the constitutional in­ 
structions are being made. One of the 
Direct irs says that the State Board of Ex­ 
am iners allows 57 50 jier day lor hotel bills, 
w hile th published copies of the accounts 
rendered and allowed indicates that the 
Directors, or - une of them , render bills for 
#7 50 for all tim e absent, w hether enter­ 
tained at the prisons free of charge or at 
hotels. 
It is not a question w hether the 
sum named is too much or too little, but 
one wherein the actual disbursement is in­ 
volved. If a Director gets ten cents more 
than the am ount of expense actuallv in­ 
curred. lie gets that ten cents unlawfully. 
In the purpose of the law he is to travel In­ 
usual means, incur only reason a Me or 
ordinary expenses, and render his bill 
against the State lor the 
am ount of 
expense " incurred " only. The plan of 
fi xing .i theoretical rate per day for hotel 
bills is unlawful and wrong, simply be­ 
cause the Board of Exam iners are not au­ 
thorized by law to theorize on the subject 
a t all. 
If they may do so, then their theory 
m ay grow in liberality of margins until a 
handsom e salary or compensation would 
arise in tlie guise of “ reasonable travelin 
expenses.” 
It is useless for any of the par­ 
ties concerned to plead the impolicy of the 
law. 
None of them possess the power to 
repeal laws or alter or amend tlieC onstitu 
tioii. The present Executive removed the 
m em bers of the old Board from office 
chii fiy because of their indefensible action 
in this regard, and neither ho nor the 
Board of Exam iners—of which body he is 
chief—will he perm itted to allow the m em ­ 
bers appointed by him any indulgence in 
profitable theories o f theoretical 
hotel 
hills, however mild, w hile the law com­ 
mands 
only 
actual 
reimbursement of 
actual sums “ incurred."

He gave one 
of the m iners a safety lam p to go to a place 
w here there appeared the most gas, and cau­ 
tioned the m iners in regard to the same. He 
was an old m iner, and had com m enced to work 
in a m ine iu England before he was eight years 
old, and had worked in m ines m ore than 33 
years. Mr. H aggart, who em ployed him . and 
Mr. Ross, the present forem an, testified to his 
fitness for the position, and his faithfulness and 
prom ptitude in the discharge of his duties. 
O ther witnesses were exam ined, and the incfuest 
adjourned until 109» to-day.

THE ARMY WORM. 


Its A ppearance. H abits and Means for Its 
Suppression, as Suggested by M atthew 
Cooke. 
Reports have been received that the army 
worm had made their presence known in 
im m ense numbers at Chico, lone, New­ 
castle nnd renryn. 
Specimens forwarded 
last week by C. M. Gray, o f Cliieo, escaped 
from the package previous to its receipt. 
To-day (July 8th) Mr. Sm ith, at W . R. 
Strong & Co.'s, gave m e som e specim ens 
o f the caterpillars received in fruit pack­ 
ages. 
These caterpillars are sim ilar to 
those which appeared at Sutterville, near 
Sacramento, about four years ago. 
Profes­ 
sor C. V. R iley, in his Second Missouri 
Reports, writes o f the arm y worm : 
Thu larva? vary but little in appearance 
from the time they hatch until they are 
full grown. 
Some specimens are a shade 
darker than 
others, but 
ou 
many thou­ 
sands examined I have found the markings 
very uniform. Description of the caterpillar: 
General color dingy black, with the piliferous 
spots placed in the normal position, but scarce­ 
ly visible, though the soil hairs arising from 
them are easily seeu with a lens. Four laterul 
(side) light lines of almost equal thickness, and 
at about equal distance from each other, the two 
uppermost white, the two lowermost yellow; a 
much less distinct dorsal white liue, frequently 
obsolete in the middle of segment, and always 
almost distiuct at the divisions, a jet-black line 
immediately above the first lateral white line; 
the dorsum (back) near is thickly mottled with 
dull yellow, but becoming darker as it ap­ 
proaches the fine dorsal white line, along each 
side of which it is perfectly black. Space be­ 
tween the lateral lines 1 and 2, dull yellow, the 
white lines being relieved by a darker edge; 
that between lines 2 and 3, almost black, being 
but slightly mottled along the middle; that be­ 
tween 3 and 4. yellow, mottled with piuk-brown 
and appearing lighter than between 1 and 2. 
Venter (belly), greenish, mottled and speckled 
with neustral color, especially near the edge of 
the fourth lateral line. Legs glassy, and of the 
same color as venter, those on thoracic segments 
with black claws, those on the abdomen with a 
large shining black spot on the outside. 
The specim ens given to me by Mr. Sm ith 
agree in all prom inent characters with the 
above description. 
The Moth—The forewings are reddish- 
brown, and the hind w ings are a dark 
sm oky color. 
Its technical nam e is I.eu- 
iw tin' I'nijiiuictn ; the specilic nam e ( Uni- 
1,nmeta) is given from a sm all white spot on 
each forewing. 
HABITS OF TIIF. CATERPILLAR. 
Full-grown caterpillars measure about 
one and one-half inches in length. 
From 
the tim e the young caterpillar is hatched, 
until it is ready to enter the pupa state, is 
about thirty days. They com m ence march­ 
ing when about two-thirds grown, and 
m ove with rapid m otion. 
These caterpil­ 
lars vary in their h ab its; som etim es they 
act as eut-worms, at others they march in 
armies. Generally they avoid the hot sun, 
preferring to feed at night, or on cloudy 
days, and when not feeding hide under 
lods and rubbish. From the reports given 
of them 
by Professors Riley, Thomas, 
etc., 
it 
is 
known 
that 
they 
prefer 
cool weather, and arc 
more abundant 
in damp seasons than in hot, dry years. 
They cannot hear a hot sun. 
I noticed an 
army o f them trying to cross the Riverside 
road on a warm afternoon. 
A t first less 
than one-half succeeded, and finally they 
gave up attempting until sunset, when they 
took up their march again. 
W hen full 
rown they enter the ground, and form a 
cell by m ovements o f the body and the ex­ 
cretion of a sticky lluid. 
Som e entom ol­ 
ogists claim that they are double brooded 
in localities south <>i 38 degrees north lati­ 
tude. 
Professor Thom as thinks that they 
are double-brooded on the Ohio river, at 
about 40 degrees. 
The latitude o f Sacra­ 
mento is between 38 and 39 degrees. 
REMEDIES. 
The caterpillars may he stopped entering 
a field by ditching ; the side o f the ditch 
next the field to be protected should be 
sloped under to prevent the worm s from 
lim bing up. 
The ditch should be about 
twelve inches w ide and the sam e in depth. 
Every tw elve feet there should be a few 
spadefuls taken from bottom o f the ditch, 
m aking a hole in which the worms would 
atber. 
In the ditch they m ay be killed 
by placing straw in it and burning, or by 
spraying with coal o il: however, m any 
plans can be devised for killing them when 
in the ditch. 
W here fruit trees or grapevines are in­ 
fested, by spraying with the soap solution, 
o f one pound to one gallon o f water, to 
which add one pound o f buhach, it will 
effectually destroy them. 
Notice should he taken by persons in in­ 
fested localities at what tim e they enter the 
ground and where. 
Such data w ill he use­ 
ful for future reference. 
>y placing bands o f heavy paper at or 
near the ground, and paint with coai tar 
m ixed with a little castor oil, it w ill pre­ 
vent caterpillars from clim bing the tree, so 
long as it is kept m oist. 
Care should be 
taken that the tar does not get on the bark 
of the tree.

K rlist for a D eserv in g L ady. 
W ashington, July 9th.—The last act of the 
Forty-eighth Congress at its first session was an 
Vet authorizing the Secretan- of the Treasury to 
pay to Eliza H oward Powers the sum of $2,500, 
and very singularly it w as gotten through the 
House by unanim ous consent, under charge of 
Holm an of Indiana, who, above ull other m em ­ 
bers, one would th in k w ould be the last to get a 
m easure, more especially oue involving the ex­ 
penditure of m oney, through th e House by unan­ 
imous consent, in view of th e m any objections 
raised by him to sim ilar requests from other 
m em bers 
a t 
various 
occasions 
during 
the 
session. Mis. Powers, who 
is over sb 
years of age. w as,’during th e w ar, President of 
one of the Florence Nightingale societies, and 
was very prom inent in taking care of the 
w ounded and sick soldiers of the I'nion arm y. 
At th a t tim e she w as quite w ealthy, and gave 
liberally o f her m eans to purchase m edicine 
and other com forts for th e sick and wounded 
boys in blue. A fter the close of the w ar she lost 
ail she had, and for years has been living iu 
alm ost abject poverty. Some vears ago, after 
she becam e poor, she presented h er claim to 
Congress for reim bursem ent ot m oney expended 
by her for the benefit of Union soldiers. H er 
claim has been before Congress ever since. 
Several tim es the bill tor 
her 
relief has 
passed 
the 
Senate, 
but 
it 
has 
not 
been able 
to 
get 
through 
both 
houses. 
Some tim e ago some friends of the lady sent her 
$100 w ith w hich to pay her expenses, aud in­ 
vited her to visit them at their house iu New 
Jersey. The old lady, having an abiding faith 
th at her hill would be passed this session, was 
loth to leave W ashington w hile Congress was in 
session, and put th e m onev she had received in 
M iddleton's bank for safe-keeping until she was 
ready to go to lier friends. 
When M iddleton’s 
Bunk failed some weeks ago the old lady alm ost 
w ent crazy. The residents in this city, hearing 
of h er distress, interested them selves in her 
case, anil in the last hours o f th e session her bill 
passed the Senate. 
It was im m ediately taken 
to the House, hut th at body w as in a wrangle, 
and the prospect of 
getting any m easure 
through by unanim ous consent was very poor, 
for Dunn, of Arkansas, was objecting to every 
m easure, good, bad or indifferent. 
Finally 
Judge Holm an was seen, aud he was requested 
to take th e bill in charge. 
He took it, prom is­ 
ing to do his best w ith it, but having very little 
hope of success. He w ent iu on the floor, got 
th e .Speaker's eye, and asked unanim ous con­ 
sent to take up the bill. No objection was m ade, 
and fifteen m inutes before final adjournm ent 
the bill was passed. 
It was all done so quickly 
th at m any m em bers w ho would have given ii 
whole year’s salurv to get even w ith Holm an by 
an objection were not aw are of w hat was going 
on until it was passed.
